MIS*  CUSHMSM  H  PANKWItr.L. 

In  the  annals  of  the  atage  there  lias  nerer 
been  *uch  an  ovation  tendered  an  aOtor.  as 
that  received  by  Mis*  Charlotte  Cuiliinan 
on  Saturday  night  loot  at  Booth  Y  Thant  re. 
Tit*  office  lor  the  tale  of  tickets  lor  the 
Ure well  jierfonaanc*,  was  opeued  on  Mon¬ 
day,  the  2nd  uli.  By  ten  o’clock  there 
wa*  not  a  seat  to  had,  excepting  those  sold 
by  the  •ptk’tdators  st  sn  advance  ol  $10. 
Later  in  the  week,  a*  much  as  $28  wit*  be 
ing  offered  for  a  single  seat,  and  $130  ter 
the  boxes.  Such  a  cru»h  of  people  I  never 
beheld.  By  six  o’clock  on  the  evening  of 
the  performanovs  the  crowd  began  to  col¬ 
lect  in  front  of  the  theatre,  ami  even  those 
who  held  reserved  seat*  were  on  hand  by 
the  time  the  door*  opened.  Every  seat  in 
the  house  was  sold  so  that  those  who  held 
simply  admission  ticket*,  had  nothiug  to 
do  but  stand  their  ground  like  nu  n.  They 
were  better  off,  however,  than  those  who 
had  paid  $5  for  comp  stools,  but  who  in 
many  instances  weft-  unihl£  to  find  a  place 
to  put  them,  and  who  feh  before  the  eve¬ 
ning  was  over  very  much  as  though  they 
had  an  elephant  on  their  hands.  Behind 
all  the  seats  there  were  rows  of  people 
standing  four  deep,  among  whom  Were 
many  women  who  stood  nearly  flye  hours 
in  the  same  position.  1  said  in  my  last 
that  I  intended  to  In-  present  on  thin  occa¬ 
sion,  if  1  bad  to  liang  on  by  a  cornice  after 
getting  inside  the  house.  -Fortunately  1 
was  not  driven  to  that  extremity,  but  tihere 
wevemetty  who  were,  t  saw  two  men  snd 

boy  standing  on  a  balustrade,  who  held 
ihemoeivea  in  position  by  clinging  to  the 
cornice  over  their  heads.  At  eight  o'clock 
the  house  was  filled  to  its  utinogt  limit. 
Two  dreary  scenes  of  Macbeth  wete  play¬ 
ed.  and  finally  Miss  Cushman  appeared  an 
the  Stage.  H<-r  appearance  wa*  the  signal 
for  a  round  of  hearty  applause,  and  the 
fluttering  ot  a  few  hundred  hand  kerchiefs. 
Aside  from  Miss  Cushman  and  the  intrin¬ 
sic  merit  of  Shakw>|>ea<e's  words,  the  play 
was  very  dull.  Open  in  a  while  one  of  the 
actor's  would  become  inspired  by  the  scene 
before  him  and  give  a  liuje  spirit  to  hie 
part,  in  which  case  tlie  kindly  dipoecd  au¬ 
dience  would  give  him  a  round  of  claps. 
Miss  Cushman  did  splendidly.  In  the  sleep 
alking  scene  the  wa*  superb,  'and  was 
twice  called  before  the  curtain,  Although 
the  audience  wo*  interested  in  the  perfor¬ 
mance  It  was  evidently  impatient  for 
the  farewell  ceremonhs,  and  when  the  cur 
tain  fell  upon  the  last  act  of  the  play, 
there  wa*  a  pleasurable  flatter  ol  expecta¬ 
tion  through  the  house. 

After  waiting  for  sum  time  the  curtain 
was  rung  up  and  displayed  the  stage  filled 
with  representatives  of  the  preen  and  the 
theatrical  profession.  Managers,  actors, 
plsy-writers,  critics  and  all  grouped  ab->nt 
In  the  center  of  this  assembly  stood  Wm. 
Cullen  Bryant,  Peter  Cooper,  Gov.  Dix.aad 
a  few  other  well-known  citionna.  Among 
the  actors  were  Lester  Wallack,  Diou  Bou 
cicault.  Miss  Charlotte  Thompson  and 
many  well-known  fares.  Just  before  the 
ceremonies  begun  Miss  Clara  Morris  came 
gliding  gracefully  in, hanging  upon  the  arm 
of  a  gentleman  and  wearing  the  red  wig 
she  had  just  been  playing  in  ever  at  the 
Union  8qu*re.  She  had  hurried  up  to 
Booth’s  so  fast  that  she  did  not  take  time 
te  change  her  hair.  Vanity  had  nothing 
to  do  with  this,  for  her  own  hair  is  much 
prettier  and  more  becoming  than  the  wig. 

There  was  s  hush  throughout  the  house, 
and  Mian  Cushman  appeared  arrayed  in 
stately  toilette  of  gray  silk  and  wealing 
diamond*  in  her  ears.  She  courteeied  to 
Mr.  Bryant  and  to  the  now  applauding  «u 
dience.  Then  Prof  Roberts  stepped  to 
the  front  and  read  a  poem  written  for  the 
occasion  by  K  H  Stoddard,  who  sat  in 
wear  box.  ■  The  reading  oi  the  poem  w 
several  times  interrupted  by  applause.  At 
iuconclusion  Mr.  Bryant  came  forward  sod 
delivered  a  short  address  and  pfesentod 
Mias  Cathman  with  *  crown  of  Isurels  on 
behalf  ot  the  Arcadian  Club. 

The  distinguished  actor  wss  evidently 
much  moved  by  the  old  poet's  words,  to 
which  she  replied  in  simple  and  unstudied 
language,  which  appeared  to  be  particu 
lari w  appreciated  by  the  actors  standin 
upon  the  stage  with  her.  At  the  cteee 
Misa  Cushman’s  remarks  Mias  Annie  Kemp 
Bowler  struck  up  the  familiar  aoog  "  Aatd 
Lang  Syne,"  in  which  the  audience  joined 
and  tewg  to  its  Isat  verse.  Mingled  with 
the  voices  of  the  singer*  were  the  cheers  ot 
Vue  crowd  outvida,  and  the  curtain  tali  up¬ 
on  one  of  the  mast  exciting  ecenea  ever 
witnessed  in  s  New  York  theatre. 

Misa  Cushman  was  driven  to  the  Fifth 
A  venae  lintel  escorted  by  a  hand  of  music 
men  bearing  torches  and  several  clubs  and 
singing  societies  of  the  city. 

Although  the  Hotel  is  but  on*  Mock 
from  Booth's  Theatre,  the  crowd  was  so 
greet  that  it  took  Miss  (.'ashman's  carriage 
nearly  *«  hour  to  reach  It.  Her  appearance 
In  th«<  Mr  vet  was  greeted  by  a  storm  of 
chasm,  which  followed  her  to  the  hotel 
Madison  square  and  the  street  in  front  of 
the  hotel  were  thronged  with  people  ;  the 
crowd  must  hive  numbered  twenty  thou¬ 
sand  people.  When  the  distinguished  act¬ 
or  appeared  upon  the  balcony  of  the  hotel 
site  was  greeted  with  more  cheer*  and  it 
appeared  as  though  New  York  had  gone 
mad.  Cheering,  hand  playing  and  fire¬ 
works  and  *n  to  celebrate  the  retirement 
of  one  woman  from  the  stage  We  #h<ll 
never  look  upon  her  like  again. 

It  le  said  that  Mias  Co*hman  wee  guilty 
of  a  pun  ae  the  stood  upon  the  balcony. 
Her  manager,  Mr.  Jsrrett,  with  ere#  upon 
<1  (nappe bring  rocket,  remarked  that  be 
wondered  whet  became  of  the  tricks. 
Whereupon  Mis*  Cushman  replied  that  Mr. 
Jsrrett  was  so  much  occupied  with  the 
•’etsre"  that  he  Could  pay  no  attention  to 
the  stick*.

TBs  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCTBTT. 

ITS  ORIGIN  AND  PROGRESS. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  British 
Society  snd  according  to  a  plan  of  Elios 
Boudinot  of  M.  J.  a  Notional  Bible  Society 
wss  organized  here  in  Ittlfi  with  Joalius 
M.  Wall  nee  of  N.  J.  as  President.  Tb* 
object  of  the  meeting  wss  then  fully  dis¬ 
cussed,  snd  without  a  dissenting  voice  it 
was  decided  to  establish  a  general  Bible 
Institution,  “for  the  circulation  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  without  note  or  comment."  The 
object  in  prohibiting  the  use  of  “not*  or 
comment"  is  to  prevent  any  appearance  of 
sectarianism. 

After  having  adopted  s  Confutation,  the 
Coaveution  proceeded  to  elect  executive 
officers,  and  chooae  a  competent  Board  of 
Manager*.  It  then  began  its  work  at  once. 
At  first  it*  orcommodations  were  not  all 
that  was  desired,  in  1847,  becoming aranip 
ed  for  room  in  which  to  carry  on  their  ex 
tended  operation*,  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  look  up*  suitable  site.  Shortly 
afterward*,  the  committee  Succeeded  in 
securing  the  lot  npoit  which  the  present 
bedding  is  sitasteq.  The  site  was  v« 
pleasant,  being  on  Fourth  avenue,  jutt 
above  the  point  at  which  Third  avenue, 
branches  from  it,  and  consequently  of  easy 
secern  tn  psevengen  on  either  thorough 
fare.  The  present  pnbtiahtnghouee,  of  the 
Society  generally  known  os 


RTBt.B  norm, 
was  immediately  commenced,  and  on  June 
29th,  1859,  the  corner  stone  woe  laid  Ire- 
tor*  *  vest  concourse  of  citisens,  On  this 
occasion  s  prayer  was  offered  by  the  R  v.

WORE  or  TW*  SOCIETY. 

One  of  the  many  very  good  things  which 
the  Society  does,  is  the  placing  of  <Uc 
Bible  within  easy  reach  of  all  sorts  of 
iravtfllcra,  by  furnishing  copies  at  half 
price  to  railroad  managers  and  pmprie- 
tors  of  steamboats  and  hotel*,  ltl  the 
Utter  part  ol  1878.  it  cummonced  to  manu¬ 
facture  copies  of  tbc  Scriptures  in  riu-i-d 
letters  for  the  use  of  the  blind.  In  1MXJ. 
ns  a  fitting  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  year 
of  existence,  a  third  general  supply  of 
the  country,  was  Ix-gnn.  At  the  close  of 
the  first  five  ye*ra,  2,990,119  families  had 
had  lieen  visited  ;  of  these,  288.18fi  white 
withnnt  the  HIM*  and  22.R87  of  such  were 
-applied  with  It.  This  wnik  was  done 
directly  by  the  society  itaelt. 

It  might,  pcrliup',  be  interesting  to 
know  something  of tiic  ri.cr-ipts  Iroui  vari¬ 
ous  sources.  In  1810  $37.770  35  were  re¬ 
ceived.  while  in  1H70  the  receipts  for  that 
year  alone  amounted  t»  $747,058  80,  U  ing 
larger  than  the  amount  for  auy  previous 
vear.  At  the  cbiocofi.ir  fiscal  year,  March 
31st.  187IT  fl‘4,090.407  03,  made  np  the 
receipts  to  that  date  since  the  organization 
of  the  Society.  OI  this  smounr,  over 

II. 700,000  were  receieed  from  legacies, 
being  the  (requests  of  about  2,400  different 
persons. 

The  translations  nf  the  Indian  tongues, 
l>er idea  many  foreign  languages,  were  made 
entirely  at  the  expense  of  this  Society. 
The  present  depository  is  cap.ible of  hold 
ing  100,000  bonnd  volume  ofthe  fieri  pin  res. 
and  twenty  lime*  that  number  can  be  print¬ 
ed  annually,  if  necessary.  The  Society 
employs  nearly  400  hands  at  the  Bible 
House- 

Besides  all  the  European  languages,  the 
Scripture*  are  published  in  the  following; 
Hebrew.  Cbin<*t,  Japanese,  Arabic.  ptu- 
agint.  Syriac,  Armenian,  Cherokee,  Choc¬ 
taw,  Dakota,  Hawaiian.  Bcnga  and  others. 
They  are,  of  course  extensively  circulated 
throoghout  the  countries  in  which  these 
languages  are  spoken.  Thousands  ot  dol¬ 
lars  worth  of  Scriptures  are  given  away 
every  year.  Many  of  these  are  given  to 
discharged  convicts.  The  Arabic  Scrip¬ 
ture*  were,  at  first,  electrotyped  in  this 
city,  but  this  work  is  now  done  in  Beirut. 
The  Society  publishes  a  large  and  com- 
jrchensive  annual  report.  Thousands  of 
Siblet  are  given  to  immigrants  every  year, 
either  u|>on  Their  arrival' al  Castle  Garden, 
or  shortly  afterwards.  During  the  war  the 
Society  furnished  gratuitously  neatly 
1,500,000  volumes  to  the  soldiers  in  our 
y.and  by  April  lat,  1878,  the  whole 
number  distrhuted  Id  that  way  was  about 
2,500,000.  About  an  equal  numlter  bas 
been  granted  directly  by  the  Society,  in 
this  city,  to  onr  naval  forces  and  aeatm-n 
generally.  In  seven  yesra,  from  1853  to 
1870,  some  150.000  copies  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  were  given  to  the  freeritn^n.  The 
Society's  work  is  o  f  course,  chiefly  a  nnng 
the  poorer  claa^eaj- ohjy  one-twentieth  of 
of  the  volumes  printed 'lieing  for  the  use 
of  the  wealthy.  At  the  suggestion  of 
John  Tsppan.  of  Massachusetts,  snd  upon 
the  streng  h  of*  gift  of  ft. 000  trom  him. 
the  Society,  in  the  fail  of  1856,  sent  a 
a  handsomely  bom.d  volume  ol  their  Im¬ 
perial  quarto  English  Bible,  enclored  in  a 
msewood  coop,  tn  all  tbs  chief  magistrates 
of  the  world.  This  gift  was  accompanied 
by  a  courteous  Christian  letter,  which, 
in  many  tasea,  was  politely  answered.  In 
October,  1878,  when  the  Evsng  lical  Al¬ 
liance  met  in  New  York,  the  members  ware 
all  invited  to  the  Bible  House,  and  there 
each  one  was  presented  with  s  handsome 
copy  of  the  English  Bible,  suitably  inscrili- 
ed.  In  the  first  rear  of  the  Society's  exis¬ 
tence,  but  6,410  volumes  were  issued, 
while  in  the  post  yenr,  the  numiier  exceed¬ 
ed  090,000.  The  total  nnmber  issued 
to  date  is  just  about  30,000,000.

On 
the  list  of  names  of  the  seven  previous 
officers  will  be  fouad  such  names  as  firm. 
Judge  John  Jay.,  Hon.  Theodore  Freling- 
huyseu,  of  N.  J.,  and  James  Lenox,  Esq., 
ofthia  city.  The  senior  secretary  is  Rev. 
Joseph  Holdich,  D,  D.,  who  was  elected 
to  the  office  in  1849,  and  has  consequently 
held  it  for  just  twenty-five  years.  Mr. 
Caleb  T-  Rowe  now  occupies  the  position 
of  General  Agent,  to  which  he  wss  elected 
in  1854.  At  present  there  are  about  35, 
000  Life  Directors  and  Life  Members.  A 
single  donation  of  |30  entitles  tha  giver  to 
a  certificate  of  life  memtiership.

The  snrplus  wheat  of  California  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  600,000  tons.  If  this  were  load¬ 
ed  in  carts  containing  a  ton  each,  and  start¬ 
ed  overland,  the  head  of  tbe  procession 
would  be  entering  Boston  before  the  rear 
had  left  San  Francisco.  Or,  if  tbe  wheat 
was  loaded  into^ahipauf  one  thousand  tons
